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| Killarney Lakes Hold Rich Secret 


Precious Minerals 
- Pave Their Bottom

Killarney, Ireland, November 25.— 
Many of Ireland’s secrets have been 
long forgotten on this side of the 
Water. But some of these same secrete 
are still carefully preserved in Ameri- 
ca, undoubtedly taken over by some of 
the refugees who sougt the Land of 
Liberty as early as. the eighteenth 
century.

Not Yet Closed. 


Twelve Players Have Been 
Killed and 509 Have Been 

_ Injured—Not So Many Kill- 

ed as During the Season of 
1910.

New York, November 25.—(Special.) 
With the 1911 foctball season almost 
over twelve fatalities have occurred. 
During the s2ason of 1910 more than a 
score of deaths were reported. How- 
ever, many of the players injured this 
Year are still in hospitals and not yet 
regarded as out of danger. 

While the fatalities have been great- 
ly reduced, the increase in injuries is 
startling. It is becoming more and 
more evident that in opening up the 
game by the introduction of the for- 
Ward pass and the onside kick, frac- 
tures and dislocations, torn MNgaments 
and other serious mishaps have become 
more numerous, The list this fall 
shows 521 cases where players have 
been incapacitated through the more 
serious forms of injury. In no other 
years has a published list approac.24 
that number. The summary here 
printed does not include the more tri- 
fling hurts, such as simple’ sprains, 
muscle bruises and gashes. It is noted 
also that many football accidents nev- 
er find their way into print. But the 
list here given is enough to show that 
feotball is still a strenuous pastime.

SENT COV. TENER 


A 


Machine Was Contrived So 
That Bullet Would Be Fired, 


Gov. Tener Didn’t Like the 
Appearance of the Box, and 
Turned It Over to the Postal 
Authorities—No Clew to the 
Sender. 


Pittsburg,. Pa., November 25.—What 
is believed to have been an attempt 
to injure Governor John K. Tender, of 
Pennsylvania, or if not that, a practical 
joke that might have been serious, was 
discovered at Charleroi, Pennsyvania, 
the home of the governor, near here 
today. An ingeniously contrived de- 
vice, containing powder, a match, piece 
of steel, a bullet shaped piece of lead 
and a small sheet of paper inscribed 
“drive the republican bosses out” is in 
the hands of the United States postal 
authorities. <A rigid investigation is 
under way. 

Several days ago Governor Tender 
received through the mail, a pasteboard 
cylinder. It was about 8 inches long. 
At one end of the tube was a small 
picture of Colonel Roosevelt. The in- 
strument had been mailed from Phila- 
delphia. The governor did not like the 
appearance of the article and at once 
turned it over to Postmaster J. E. Mc- 
Ardle, of Charleroi. It was locked in 
a@ strong box. ' 

Today the package was turned over 
to Inspector Williams. He saturated 
the contrivance with water and after 
waiting some time, opened it with a pen 
knife. The outer cover wag labelled 
with a printed slip reading: 

“Memorial to state’s heroes dedicat- 
ed.”’ 

Inside was found powder mixed with 
a substance as yet unknown. In the 
middle of the cylindrical shaped pack- 
age was a match while in one end 
there was a piece of steel, pecullarly 
Lent which, when removed, would have 
a tendency to light the match. A bul- 
let shaped piece of lead about 22 cal- 
ibre size also was found. There is no 
clue to the sender.

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POTASH DEPOSITS IN GEORGIA 
MAY SOLVE FERTILIZER PROBLEM 


s. W. McCaliie, State Geologist. 

The editorial in last Sunday's Con- 
stitution on the discovery of what is 
said to be an almost inexhaustible 
deposit of potash near Hollowfield, 
Maryland, was, no doubt, of general 
interesi to farmers of Georgia, but it 
will probably be of far more interest 
to learn that the State Geological Sur- 
vey is now in possession of sufficient 
data to justify the statement that 
Georgia has likewise extensive depos- 
its of potash similar to the Maryland 
deposits. I do not wish to convey 
the idea by this statement that Geor- 
Sia possesses extensive beds of pot- 
ash in a soluble form, such as kainite 
now obtained from the potash mines 
from Strasefurt, Germany. The Mary- 
land and the Georgia potash Is what is 
Known as insoluble potash in certain 
species of feldspars, one of the main

The oldest and most valuable of this 
collection is a Latin Vulgate, printed in 
Venice in 1475, just twenty-five years 
after the first Bible was printed by 
Gutenberg, in Germany. This book is 
in excellent condition, in spite. of the 
fact that it is nearly four hundred and 
fifty years old, and the printing is as 
legible as any modern work. 

The first page of this book its shown 
in the accompanying plcture and fur- 
nishes an excellent idea of the style of 
the entire work. The large letter at 
the beginning of the first paragraph is 
a capital “Ie” in gold leaf, over four 
hundred years old. The other para- 
@raphs are begun with capital letters 
painted in water colors. The paper of 
the book is parchment, and the binding 
is in calf skin. While the binding -is 
somewhat worn, the pages preserve 
their original color and toughness. 

While the entire history of this book 
is unknown, one ifs able to trace it to 
some extent by the entries and dates 
written on the margins of the leaves 
by the monks of old. For instance, the 
in the picture bears the 
following in a cramped Latin writing, 
“Collegii Sac Jesu Vienna, 1673,” which, 
transiated, shows that at one time it 
was in the possession of some monk 
connected with a Jesuit college in 
The only date entered before 
hie is ‘1516. which writter after 
a’ wote in Greek on one of the margins. 
The’ date of printing, 1475, is stamped 
on the back in large roman numerals. 

Another interesting and valuable 
book in this collection is a treatise on 
the book of Genesis. by “Johannis 
Clerici” published in Amsterdam in 
1710. The feature of interest about this 
book is the fact that it seems to have 
been used by some ancient Dutch fam- 
iilv as a record book of the achieve- 
ments of the family. The fly leaves are 
covered. with the dates of i births, 
@eatha, marriages, etc., all bearing an 
ancient Gate and written in Latin. The

THE SOCIALISTS 


Completely Routed in Federa- 
tin Mesting on Tuesday 


Declares Socialism and Labor 
Unionism Are Absolute Ene- 
mies, and Quotes Extracts 
From Leading Socialists to 
Prove His Contention. 


Peter W. Collins, -of -Qixio} who is 
attending the convention of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor as a delegate 
from the International Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers, is one of the most 
vigorous and aggressive opponents of 
socialism in the ranks of organised ia- 


1 bor. 


The defeat dealt the socialists on 
last Tuesday in the Atlanta conven- 
tion of the federation, when they were 
turned down by the decisive majority 
of 7,000 out of a total vote of 16,000, 
shows where the socialists stand 
among union labor men, said Mr. Col- 
lins. Continuing he said: 

“The fight demonstrated that the 
entire trades union movement is op- 
posed to socialism and the defeat was 
so crushing as to demonstrate clearly 
that this movement has not the in- 
fluence in labor unionism it is com- 
monly supposed to have. The indict- 
ment of socialism by President Gom- 
pers was so emphatic that the social- 
ists diq not even have the courage to 
reply, They were completely crushed. 
They came to the convention in high 
spirits, but after Tuesday afternoon 
the fight was completely taken out of 
them. 

Socialism Opposed to Labor Umonism. 

“The determined antagonism of so- 
cialism to trades unionism is clearly 
shown by the following quotation from 
the most notable socialist leaders and 
authorities. The New York Call, which 
is the leading socialist daily in Ameri- 
ca, in its issue of April 17, 1910, has a 
full page article from Louis Duchez 
stating that the struggle to uphold 
trades unionism is unprogressive be- 
cause trades unionism is out of date; 
that trades unionism is a bar to so- 
clalism and therefore trades unionism 
must be done away with. He says 
radical capitalism, on the one hand, is 
working to destroy trades unionism, 
and socialism, on the other hand, is 
working for the same end, and these 
two forces from the very nature of 
things will kill trades unionism. 

“W. B. Haywood on December 18, 
1910, notice of which appeared in The 
Call of December 20, says: ‘No social- 
ist can be aie trades unionist.. The 
ethics of socialism are absolutely op- 
posed to the ethics of trades unionism. 
I am going to tell the truth even if 
what I say may cause hard feelings 
among many of my friends who are 
members of trades unions. I realize 
wnat I have said against the trades 
union is bitterly hostile.’ 

“IT also quote from Eugene V. Debs 
in The International Socialist Review 
of February, 1911, in his article on 
‘The Crime of Trades Unionism,’ he 
says: “Trades unions are a menace to 
the worker and are obsolete and must 
give way.’

A Fight to the Finish. 

“Permit me to read one further 
quotation from The Call. This is from 
the issue of February 20, 1910. It 
says: ‘The American Federation of 
Labor has approved unanimously of 
the policies of Samuel Gompers. The 
socialists have disapproved of these 
policies unanimously in the past. Is 
this not a fight to the finish?’ 

“On Tuesday last we had the fight 
to a finish at the Atlanta convention, 
and the socialists were turned down 
by a majority of over 7,000 votes out 
of a total vote of 16,000, 

“In the light of this decisive action 
we may see an answer to the article 
in The Cal] and the. position of the 
socialists relative to the American 
Federation of Labor ang ita officers. 
The Call said: ‘You take the individ- 
uals, Gompera and Mitchell, too seri- 
ously;*also their form of organization. 
Why should The'Call continue to bore 
them from within? Why not tell them 
that as an end, their trades unionism 
is selfish, almost worthless and a 
joke? Debbs tells them s0, and we 
nominate him for ae Gompers 
and Mitchell coul not serve the 
bosses much better if they were stool 
pigeons. Really, why should we not 
tell the trades unionists the truth 
with smoke on it?’ 

“Socialism could not, of itself, win 
recruits, so it has been trying to en- 
graft itself on trades unionism as a 
means of gaining followers. 

“The problem that today confronts the 
workers is not the matter of recon- 
struction of society, but rather the ap- 
plication of good judgment and com- 
monsense to the remedying of both 
social, civic, and economic evils, As 
the workers constitute a large per cent 
of society, these remedies can be ap- 
plied by co-operation with the other 
elements of society, all working for the 
common good, 

“Many become socialists without 
knowing the doctrines of socialism, but 
merely as an expression of their dis- 
content and protest against economic 
evils. Though calling themselves so- 
so they are socialists in name 
only. 

“There are many socialists within 
the trade union movement who were 
socialists before they became trade 
unionists, and simply joined the trade 
unions for the purpose of organizing 
within and capturing the machinery 
of the movement for the practical prop- 
aganda of socialism. 

“All real trade unionists who have 
the interest of the trade union move- 
ment at heart, and who understand its 
ideals and its principals must fight so- 
cialism, for it is only by a careful 
watch upon the work of socialists 
within the trade union movement that 
danger to the unions from within can 
be guarded against. 

“The men of labor are too neglectful 
of their duties in this respect, and many 
of them seem to think that the issue is 
not an important one. In this they are 
mistaken, for it Is the most important 
duty which the trade union movement 
in this country is confronted with to- 
day. While socialism has not reached 
an ascendancy in the trade union 
movement, yet as a matter of self-pro- 
tection, if nothing else, all the trade 
it to themselves and 
their cause to be prepared against this 
insidious influence and these disrupters 
of organized labor. 

“The workers of this country have 
made progress, and have built on the 
selid foundation of trade unionism. 
They. have worked on conseructive 
ideas; on solid principles; conservative 
methods and constructive service. 

“Socialism never, in all its history, 
aided in the laying of a single brick 
in the foundation of any constructive 
movement. Its only effort has been to 
tear down. 

“Socialism is the doctrine of discon- 
tent, destruction and disruption seek- 
ing by means of abuse, calumny and 
misrepresentation to drive the workers 
into a class conflict with their fellow 
men: to arouse feelings of hatred and 
enmity by men against men and to build 
a movement on this enmity and dis- 
content. , 

“The trade unions of this country 
have too much to sacrifice by any alli- 
ance with socialism, and the day would, 
indeed, be unfortunate for the labor 
movement when socialism had gained a 
foohold therein. From the beginninyv 
of the trade union movement in this 
country it has had to meet the bitter 
opposition and the enmity of socialism. 
It has weathered this enmity, and It 
will continue to weather the enmity of 
eocialism and socialists and go on mak- 
ing progress for the workers.

Shearing right down through all partisan and misleading shib- 
boleths in the current gubernatorial campaign, former Governor 
Joseph M. Brown, in his‘speech at the Grand rally, thus blazoned 
the single issue of the ¢ampaign: . 

“Above all pretexts for candidacies stands the sovereignty of 
the people. There is no issue greater than the unrestricted rights 
of the people to rule.” . 

That is refreshing, simple doctrine for the bedeviled, politics- 
ridden, “issue”-cursed people of Georgia. . 

Nothing complicated about it. No high-sounding and hypo- 
thetical promises, No claim to infallibility of leadership. No pledge 
to usurp all the functions of the state. 

Just the plain, unvarnished, Jeffersonian gospel of the “sov- 
ereignty of the people.” : 

The people were not regarded as sovereign when an exclufively 
partisan state executive committee voted to deny them the right 


to véte upon the liquor question. : 

The people were not sovereign when the same committee with- 
held from them the right to express a preference for democratic 
presidential candilates. | 

The people were not sovereign when the same committee abro- 
gated the right of assembly by abolishing the nominating conven- 
tion. F 

The people were not sovereign when the same committee de- 
nied their right to vote for a United States senator for a term of 
four years. 

And the people are not sovereign when other candidates take 
an attitude which, like that of the committee, withholds from them 
the right to vote upon the liquor question. 

It is time somebody were recognizing that the people and not 
the politicians, rule, or ought to rule, in Georgia. 

When the whole country, the whole world, is trending toward 
popular rule as never in history, it is time that a man can be found 
in Georgia brave enough to rebuke oligarchy, to advocate popular 
rights. 

At a time when even sodden China wakes from its sleep, it 1s 
reassuring that one candidate for governor of Georgia is found with 
the vision to see the inevitable end of partisan encroachment upon 
public rights—how it will, if unchecked, ride down the last vestige

AN ALL-SOUTHERN BOGIE. 


Nation-wide discussion of Oscar Underwood and Woodrow 
Wilson as presidential possibilities discloses the fact that there is 
just one section of the country that takes stage-fright at the sug- 
gestion of a southerner in this exalted capacity—and that is the 
south itself.’ | 

® The remainder of the country enthuses over the splendid ac- 
complishments of Underwood as democratic leader of the house 
in the special session of congress. His presidential possibilities 
are discussed in the north and east and. west with seriousness. 
But in the south—the section that has for years furnished the back- 
bone of the democratic party, and the home of Underwood—there 
is a feeling of misgiving akin to that of a child walking through a 
cemetery after nightfall. 

The situation is aptly expressed by the interview given re- 
cently to The Constitution by John L. McNamara, chairman of 
the executive committee of the Cook county democracy, when, dis- 
cussing the manner in which Underwood bulked nationally, he 
said: 

The fear expressed over Mr. Underwood as a candidate, growing out of 
the fact that he is a Bouthern man, is never mentioned in our section of the 


country. It surprises me, therefore, to hear misgivings expressed here in the 
south on that point. 


That is an accurate reflection, from an outside course, of the 
manner in which the nation-at-large regards Oscar Underwood, 
and the south politically, and its amazement that the south should 
still harbor a bogie which isan inheritance of the civil war. 

President Taft, a republican executive, spoke the nation’s voice 
aptly when he elevated a southerner, a democrat and an ex-con- 
federate, to the chief justiceship of the supreme court of the Unit- 
ed States. This distinction accorded Justice White was final 
evidence of the obliteration of the old civil war bogie, the entrance 
of the south into its true re-nationalization. | 

Yet, in the case of Oscar Underwood, whose statesmanship 
stands out as the star fact of the atest session of congress, many 
southerners balk at the suggestion that the democratic nominee 
for president shall come from this side of Mason and Dixon’s line 
—not that they would not like to see it, but because they are afraid 
to try it. 

Fortunately, there are evidences that survival of a, by-gone 
tradition is in its last stages. Woodrow Wilson’s tentative can- 
didacy has met with favorable response, here and there, and the 
other night Underwood’s home town of Birmingham recognized 
his national prominence with the most brilliant banquet yet staged 
in the Iron City. 

But the south—as a section—mtust abandon this ancient fetich, 
that is unworthy of its achievements and a reflection upon éts 
statesmanship and its intellectual ideals. The nation cheerfully dis- 
cusses the possibility of a southerner sitting in the white house. 
The south itself cannot afford to hug a contrary delusion that con- 
fesses a woeful lack of confidence and of self-realization. 
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A MATTER FOR ACTION, NOT DEBATE. 


Whether or not the federal government had the constitutional 
right to aid in road-building by appropriation was the subject for 
a clash at the Good Roads Congress in its recent opening session 
at Richmond, Va. Senators Martin. and Swanson, of Virginia, and 
Bankhead, of Alabama, held the government had the right. A fac- 
tion led by Representative Moore, of the house committee on rivers 
and harbors, denied the right. 

The question as to whether or not the federal government 
should aid in road-building is not one for debate, but for action! 
There was no debate about its constitutional right to build roads 
in Porto Rico, in the Philippines, in Panama, in Havana. The 
roads, splendid ones, were built, and they gave a tremendous im- 
pulse to the prosperity of the people of these countries. 

But in America—the*issue is raised! Just as in America, the 
issue is raised as to the American’s right to a parcels post, while 
the natives of the countries we have outlined, the natives of scores 
of foreign nations half way round the globe, the negroes, even, of 
Santo ies can mail goods to and from our own country 
cheaper than the American farmer can mail goods to his next 
county-site. 

The Constitution does not oppose a sensible navy, or sensible 
waterway construction, and undoubtedly Representative Moore, as 
a member of the house committee on rivers and harbors, is a spe- 
cialist in the latter direction. But good roads are an issue to the 
American people of equal importance with a gigantic navy, and of 
waterway improvement. Highway construction touches the inter- 
est of every American citizen. For each penny ‘spent on improv- 
ing waterways, there should be a similar amount on highways. 
There is constitutional warrant, too, in the “postoffice and post- 
roads” clause of the constitution. 

American sentiment is fast crystallizing to this end, as it did 
toward rural free delivery, parcels post, waterway improvement, 
the establishment of the postoffice department itself. The day 1s 
coming when the congressman who can calmly vote away millions 
of the public funds on unnavigable creeks and unusable harbors, 
and ignore the national issue of good roads, will be left at home 
for a representative more in sympathy with American needs. 
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IT IS GOOD ROADS WE ARE AFTER. 


In another column The Constitution publishes a communica- 
tion from the Hon. P. G. Walker, chairman of the county commis- 
sioners of Morgan county, and a‘prominent banker of Madison, in 
which he expresses appreciation for the part this paper has played 
in creating sentiment for good roads in Georgia. 

The expression is gratifying, but it merely sets forth the single 
and simple purpose which’has consistently animated The Consti- 
tution’s long crusade for highway improvement in Georgia. We 
are not interested, per se, in automobile tours, in joy-rides, in speed 
or endurance contests save as they serve to concentrate attention 
upon the subject of good roads in Georgia. That they have done 
so, is evidenced by such testimony as that of Mr. Walker, of Pro- 
fessor Koch, of the road building department of the University of 
Georgia, by numerous county commissioners from every part of 
the state—lastly, by the splendid and continuous public highways 
that are beginning to gridiron Georgia. 

To this end, we have cheerfully expended, in actual cash, dur- 
ing the past few years, sums exceeding $10,000. That is not to 
reckon upon the hundreds upon hundreds of columns of newspaper 
space, nor of the time and energy put forth by the best obtainable 
journalistic brains of the state in special advocacy of the good 
roads movement. | 

It would be interesting to compute, if that were possible, the 
tangible money value of the accomplished and accomplishing good 
roads crusade in Georgia. The ultimate figures must stretch into 
the scores of millions. For good roads mean increased property 
values, the inflow of new capital, economy in transportation from 
farm to market, saving in wear and tear on stock and equipment, 
more schools, more churches, better school attendance, better church 
attendance—the thing stretches in an endless perspective, reaching

GUILTY OF MURDEF 
IN FIRST DEGRE? 


That’s the 


the Spencer 
Case. 


Springfield, Masa, November 26.—- 
“Guilty of murder in the first degree,’ 
-was the verdict pronounced here at & 
o'clock this morning against Bertram 
G. Spencer. After being out for five 
hours the jury convicted him of the 
death of Miss Martha B. Blackstone, 
and he will be .sentenced, in accord- 
ance with the law, to death in the elec- 
tric chair. 

Spencer received the. verdict calmly 
His defense had been insanity. Twice 
during the night the jury asked fo 
instructions. At 1 o’clack they sent 
word to Judge Crosby seeking, light or. 
a doubtful legal point. Apparently the 
question was a difficult one for the 
judge, so he sent for the written testi- 
mony and perused the papers a long 
time before returning his answer. An 
hour later the jury returned to the 
court room and asked regarding the 
penalty for breaking and entering a 
dwelling house in ‘the night time, and 
also in regard to the degree of mur- 
der. The judge replied that they must 
bring in one of three verdicts—first de- 
gree murder, second degree murder or 
acquittal on the grounds of insanity. 

The court room was crowded when 
the jury filed in for the last time, and 
crowds were outside, unable to gain 
admittance. Neither Spencer’s wife 
nor mother was with the prisoner when 
the verdict was brought in. 

It was learned that when the jury 
filed in previously for instructions they 
had been divided 9 to 3, the nine being 
for the first degree verdict. Acquitta! 
on the ground of insanity was rejected 
by a majority of the jurors, and agree- 
ment was finally reached on first de- 
gree murder.

sensational in the extreme, It came as 
a climax to a series of thrilling rob-

confessed. 

Miss Blackstone was visiting at the 
home of Miss Harriet Dow, a friend, 
on March 31, 1910. With Miss Dow 
and two other women, she was sitting 
in the drawing room when a masked 
man suddenly appeared. Miss Black- 
stone sought to defend herself-from at- 


‘tack, and was shot down, while Miss 


Dow was slightly injured. 

Spencer, a happily married young 
man of apparently exemplary charac- 
ter was some months later charged 
with the crime, an old locket which he 
had dropped betraying him.

New York, November 25.—(Special.) 
The Panama canal will be the most 
brilliantly lighted waterway in the 
world. It is intended: that the great 
waterway will be. as safe by night as 
by day, no matter how crowded its 
traffic... : 

There will be some 34 tower beacons, 
built of concrete; 57 other beacons, 57 
gas buoys, 76 spar buoys and 7 nun 
buoys, a total of 231 lights. Every part 
of the waterway will thus be made 
clear, ; 

In addition, a powerful light and fog 
signal will be installed on the west 
breakwater near Limon bay. One thou- 
Sand acres of land will be cleared to 
afford the mariner an uninterrupted 
view of signa) lights at the terminals. 
With this wealth of illumination, it 
will be possible for ships to follow 
closely upon each other in‘all kinds o¢ 
weather, and at all hours of the night.

- The world is so ‘‘full of a number of things” 
that the process might go on indefinitely. We 
always appreciate those things most that are 
the hardest to get, and so in these days, when 
the mad race tor wealth is full, and only a 
few are winning any, don't be too hard on the 
man who is thankful for his dollars. Maybe 
ve is petting them at the expense of his con- 
_cience. 

It is the same in the race for office. Per- 
haps you won out at the recent election by a 
small margin. Your opponent was only half 
a neck behind when the watch clicked the close 
ut the contest. You appreciate that you have 
been in the “running.’’ You are more thank- 
{ul for the office than had it been a landside in 
your favor. 


And your opponent, if he is wise, may be. 


the more thankful, too. Election by such close 
margins does not indicate such universal fa- 
voritism as a public servant likes to feel. It 
means that confidence in him is near evenly 
split, and that the master whom he must serve 
will be the more critical. He can be thankful 
that he is still a king; that his fellow sovereigns 
have not reduced him to an only half-welcome 
subject. 

It is the genius of the American system of 
government that citizenship is akin to king- 


~ 


hood. In theory, at least, the people are the 
rulers; the officials are their servants. It is 
the old monarchial system reversed. The 
sovereignty of this nation is in the multitude, 
lawfully expressed at the ballot box. The 
throne is the throne of reason, and the scepter 
the elective franchise. Be thankful that here 
cn this continent, Infinite Wisdom has seen 
fit to work out a system of popular government 
where the intelligence of the masses may rule, 
and then add to it your gratefulness that you 
are an American citizen. 


Americans have been accused of ungrateful- 
ness to the Republic, and not without cause. 
We do not fully appreciate our citizenship. We 
rever had to fight for it; we inherited it as 
many a millionaire loafer inherits his gold. 

We have been born free, the most of us; 
the privileges of free citizenship, its rights and 
duties—our duties to others and their duties 
toward us—were handed us on a gold platter. 

Take a lesson in the value of citizenship this 
Thanksgiving day from Paul, the Jew, Put 
yourse’ in his shoes. He belonged by blood 
to the most despised of the Roman subjected 
reoples. Charged with a grave crime, or series 
of crimes, under a faulty Roman law, he was 
in danger of a mob of his own nation. He 
was about to be scourged according to the cus- 
tomary usage toward barbarians, that he might 
be compelled if possible to admit his guilt, and 
afterward receive a more cruel punishment. 

In this dire extremity he had but to ask the 
captain in charge: “‘Is it lawful to scourge a 
man condemned who is a Roman?” 

The soldier pauses. Holding the cruel thong 
in his hand, he dares not inflict one blow on 
that defenseless man. 

“Tell me’’, he says to Paul: ‘Art thou a 
Roman? With a great price purchased I, my 
freedom”’. 


‘“!am a Roman born”, was Paul’s reply. ‘“‘ 
was born free.”’ 

The soldier may have thought of the alle- 
giance he had been forced to swear to Rome 
in order to obtain his prized citizenship. He 
may perhaps have thought of the cruel fact 
that if his masters willed it, he must fight his 
own kindred in defense of the Roman eagles. 

And owing probably to service rendered the 
Roman state by his ancestors, Paul had! an able 
reply. 

And having thus spoken, he could claim as 
a citizen, the defense of the Roman law, the 
protection of the Roman army, the power of 
all the Caesars, before one blow could smite 
bim, a man uncondemned. 

This is the theory of citizenship in America. 
It is its value; it is its digNity. The humblest 
citizen beneath the flag, may invoke in his 
behalf the might of the entire nation. His 
citizenship is his wall of defense; his gracious 
birthright; his noblest heritage. 

True the Republic has to some extent fallen 
into the clutches of the money power. It in- 
fluences legislation, it has been accused of cor- 
rupting the courts, it. bullies the police, and 
often muzzles both press and pulpit, but the 
American system reserves to the*masses of 
mankind the power to remedy all this when 
they stop bowing and simpering at the feet of 
wealth, and determine to exercise their birth- 
right as they should. | 

It is a birthright won at great cost. No mess 
of pottage serves as the medium of exchange. 
The birth-pains by which American liberty 
came into being can never be accounted. No 
cne can portray the agonies that the establish- 
ment and preservation of the. Union wrought 
upon the founders and the saviors. With a 
great price purchased they their freedom, but 
we have been born free. 

We should divorce ourselves from the atti- 
iude of the loafer with inherited milliors this 


Thanksgiving day, therefore, and be grateful 
for our ancestors who bore the burdens of our 
established freedom, leaving us only the bless- 
ings. Of course, this is but speaking relative- 
ly, for citizenship is not to be taken so lightly 
as to forget the duty to fulfill its possibilities. 

“The plant of liberty is of dungeon growth”, 


. said Heinrich Heine, ‘and men never know 


the blessings of freedom except in captivity” 
The burdens of our citizenship, then, should 
make us appreciate our inheritance. the more. 
it is partial captivity. 

There is plenty of reason why, under the 
American system of government, which is de- 
mocracy in the cradle, American manhoo- 
should ever be hopeful. The future is betore 
_ not behind us, and we can be thankful for 
that. : 


Speaking of hope, and of the future, sug- 
gests that there may be things tor which there 
has been strife during the past, but which have 
not materialized. Will another year bring 
greater success? On Thanksgiving Day an 
inventory should be taken of the “‘unfinished” 
as well as of the ‘‘finished’’ business, and hopes 
izid of things to be thankful for a year hence. 

Thankfulness and hopefulness should go 
hand in hand. 

Thankfulness, hopefulness and growth, are 
as near akin as. light, heat and motion. The 
same forces underlie, and go to make up the 
first trio, that do the second. If you find it 
hard to be thankful, begin to hope. 

Perhaps you are a father or a mother. You 
have children, maybe infants, maybe older, 
maybe middle-aged. Those babies that have 
kept you awake nights, troubled your dreams,

your hope. Then you are thankful for your 
love, and that the babies have come to bless it.

“I suppose I was the only one who 
received any protection from Wilson,” 
said “Big Aunty.”

I woke 
that morning and saw flames every-

“Luckily I happened to meet with 
0lq Colonel] Mott, who, for some rea- 
son, had been favored by Wilson and 
his raiders. Colonel Mott was a resi- 
dent of Calumbus ana volunteered to 
accompany Me to the headquarters of 
the commander. He refused at first 
to see me, but finally agreed and I was 


ushered into his presence. He was 
garbed in @ long bath robe and curtly 
asked me what I wanted. I explained 
to him that I came to appeal for pro- 
tection to my property. 
“Upon what grounds?’ he demanded. 
“Upon the simple grounds that I am 
a widow,’ I answered, ‘and this repre- 
sents all the property I have iett.’ 
“Wilson replied that he had special- 
ly condemned my property because he 
had been reliably informed that it had 
been manufacturing gun carriages for 
the use of confederate artillery. I 


rcplied that that might be so, but that 
I was not responsible for it; that Mr. 
Hodges had died, and as a man and an 
officer, he (Wilson) was due me pro- 
tection.

In the language of The Constitution 


we state, “The corn show boys are the 
very aristocracy of farmers, Every 
one of them has, distinguished himself 
by his achievement. There are clubs 
of 40 or 50 boys who have averaged as 
high as 75 bushels to the acre, where 
the general average of their fathers is 
14 bushels to the acre.” 

This timely notice of The Conatitu- 
tion that these’ boys’ fathers raised 
only 14 bushels of corn to the acre ful- 
ly corroborates the statement above 
made about farming in good old Mor- 
gan county when I was a farmer's boy. 

Now the statement about the pota- 
toes in Glynn, above mentioned Leing 
the largest ever raised in that county 
is somewhat hypothetical. Having had 
the pleasure and honor of living in 
Glynn county some ten years about 30 
years ago, I am able to state potatoes, 
even then, were found in Glynn county 
larger than the above. 

I give the following unique account 
on St. Simon's Island, Glynn county. It 
will be noticed in this account that it 
gives a history, part of the product- 

To give you an idea of the product- 
iveness of the soil, I saw. more sweet 
potatoes grown and gathered from one 
acre on the St. Simon’s Mill farm than 
coul4 be spread upon the same ground 
without piling them one upon the oth- 
er. I myself, once had a turnip patch 
on St. Simons, from which I gathered 
two turnips that could not be put in a 
flour barrel side by side. And I also 
had the privilege of exhibiting a white 
beet of my own raising at the Glynn 


jcounty agricultural fair in 1884 that 
_- 


measured forty-one and one-fourth 
iriches in length. 

In confirmation of the potato story, I: 
beg to quote from Commissioner Nes- | 
bitt’'s “Georgia, Her Résources and'! 
Possibilities,” page 375: “Glynn county | 
lands will produce 400 bushels of sweet 
Lotatoes per acre.” Referring to The. 
Savannah News, a journal of the high-! 
est standing, you will find in August, | 
1845, an account of a potato raised by | 
Hon. Horace Gould, of Black Banks, St. | 
Siman, so long that a full grown negro, 
man sat on one end of it whilst the, 
other end was roasting in the fire. Of, 
course, I did not see this potato, but I; 
have assurance of the late Hon. James! 
Postell, of St. Simons Island, who was, ' 
during his life time favorably known) 
throughout the south as an honorable 
and truthful gentleman, that he saw it. | 

I once had the privilege of sending’ 
to the commissioner of agriculture a 
limb with six figs upon it, the offspring 
of a cutting put in the ground in April, 
and the figs grew upon it the following 
August. This specimen hung in Com- 
missioner Henderson's office three 
years, with a label attached setting 
torth the above facts. 

During the year 1880, Hon. William 
R. Shadman, of Cannon's Point, St. 
Simons, cleared up a grove of oleander 
trees. Here, in upper Georgia, the 
oleander is a hot house shrub, rarely 
growing to the height of a man’s head, | 
in the tropics it grows in groves forty 
feet high. From his grove Mr. Shad-. 
man gathered enough trees with trunks 
sufficiently large to make posts, six to’ 
eight inches in diameter, to fence a/' 
ten acre lot.

has begun the compilation of a beggars’ 
blacklist as a preliminary step to the 
co-ordination of all the public and pri- 
vate relief agencies. Already more 
than a thousand persong are on the List 
and it is being added to dafly. When 
it is complete the police will begin a 
vigorous campaign against the profes- 
sional beggars and vagrants.

Only 1,091 of them were in the casual 
wards, while 1,026 were shelterless in 
the streets and the rest were in the 
free sheiterg supplied by charitable or- 
ganizations. Most of the preliminary 
work in connection with this scheme 
has been Gone by the Local Welfare As- 
sociation whose secretary is A. H. Pat- 
terson. 

“At present,’ said Mr, Patterson, “any 
destitute person has a legai right to 
claim food and shelter at the casual 
wards of the workhouses; Lut, owing 
partly to the wretehed condition of 
some of them and in the case of the 
beggar type a horror of work of any 
sort, that right is claimed only by a 
small proportion of the total number 
of persons requiring it. There is abe 
solutely no effective method of deal- 
ine with these thousands of perma- 
nent loafers and cadgers of both sexes 
who are an intolerable nuisance to the 
whole public, themselves included. 
What we are aiming at is to institute 
permanent detention colonies to which 
the police should have the power to 
sen all the men they know to be ir- 
reclaimables. That compulsory meas- 
urc is an ideal of the future, but we 
feel that it will be the logical outcome 
ot John Burns’ present step. 

“The many voluntary agencies which 
assist the deserving cases are to re- 
ceive official recognition and support. 
The police will have orders to sort out 
all the persons they find into different 
grades and then send them to their re. 
spective agencies. This is a reform 
which cannot be over-rated, because 
every social reformer knows only too 
well that the main thing in dealing 
with the destitute is to get hold of 
them quickly before they sink into the 
mire and become hopeless.”

CONSTITUTION OF 
GA. FEDERATION 


OF WOMEN’S CLUBS! 


ARTICLE 1.—NAME. 
This association shall be called the 
ya State Federation of Women's 
Ylubs. 


. ARTICLE IL—OBJECT. 

The object shall be the mutual coun- 
sel and helpfulness and to unite the in- 
fluence and service of women in pro- 
moting educational, civic, social and 
moral advancement in the state. 

ARTICLE TIL—ELIGIBILITY. 

AnY woman's ciub whose object is in- 
dividual or sociat improvement, shall 
be eligible for membership. Similiar 
clubs, composed of women and men, 
shali*be eligible, providéd representa- 
tion shall be of women, Application 
for membership shall be made to the 
vice president-at-large, with full state- 
ment of object and annual dues for the 
fiscal year, 

ARTICLE 1V,—OFFICERS. 

The officers shall be a president, a 

vice president-at-large, a correspond- 


‘ling secretary, a recording secretary, a 


treasurer, an auditor, a state editor, a 
general federation secretary and a 
Vice president from each congressional 
district. These officers, with the. chair- 
men of standing committees, and past 
presidents of the federation, shall con- 
stitute the executive board. 


ARTICLE V.—DUTIES OF. OFFICERS. 
The president shall, in addition to the 
usual duties ,of her office 


Ls 


at the annual convention or by the 
executive board. 


ARTICLE IX.—FINANCE. 
The annual. dues. for each club shall 
be $3, payable in advance, or previous 
to each annual convention: 


ARTICLE X. 

This constitution may be amended by

RESOLUTIONS UPHOLDING 
PEACE MOVEMENT 


Following the earnest and able ad- 
dress of Dr. H. C. White on the “Peace 
Movement,” which was one of the lead- 
ing featureg of Thursday evening’s sés- 
sion, the following resolutions were 
presented and adopted by the Georgia 
Federation. This action on the part 
of the convention is of interesting sig- 
nificance in view of the fact that it is 
a woman, who in one of the most mar- 
velous books of the age, “ Woman and 
Labor,” makes a plea for universal 
peace which ig unrivalled in its bold 
reasoning and soul-stirring eloquence. 
Olive Schreiner argues that when wom- 
en take their rightful place in the af- 
fairs of the nations that war will 
cease, for what woman, she asks, who 
has borne a child within her body and 
given it birth, thus realizing in all its 
significance the fearful cost of giving 
life—what woman will consent to see 
these precious living bodies slaughter- 
ed on the field of battle? 

This question voices the unuttered 
protest of thousands of women against 
the cruelty of war. It ig fitting that a 
body of 12,000 women should lend their 
encouragement to the peace movement:

“The women of Georgia, in common 
with their sisters of the south, have 
demonstrated to the world their abil- 
ity and their willingness to meet with 
courage and endure with patience the 
sacrifices, the sufferings and the hor- 
rors of war. 

“They have been content to abide 
without complaint the judgement of 
their brothers upon the necessity for 
war and have borne the fearful con- 
sequences without resentment, in loy- 
alty, if in anguish. 

“They and their daughters ¢tand 
steady, if actual need there be, to meet 
again and at all times this frightfu! 
strain upon their strength and their 
affections. 

“But none can know better than 
themselves the immensity of the suf- 
ferings which war involves. 

War Only as Last Resort. 

“Therefore, they are justified, with- 
out suspicion of presumption or dis- 
loyalty, in demanding of those upoi 
wfose judgments armed conflicts arise, 
that war be not entered upon except 
as an age and last resort for the 
maintenance Of peace and justice, and 
that every possible effort should be 
made to achieve these ends by other 
means than war, 

“They have viewed with joy and 
thankfulness the progress of the 
civilized nations in the substitution of 
peaceful arbitration for warlike meas- 
ures in the adjustment of internationa! 
differences. They would hail with 
great gladness and profound gratitud« 
the ultimate replacement of armies 
and navies by respected courts of law 
for the settlement of international 
disputes. 

“They believe the comprehensive 
treaties of arbitration entered into be- 
tween the United States and certain of 
the foremost nations of the world, and 
now pending ratification in the senate 


of glorious promise jn the maintenance 
of international peace and to preseni, 
in spirit and in terms, nothing beyond 
the extent to which civilized nations 
may safely go in agreeing to submit 
their possible differences to arbitration 
and thus effectually prohibit war. 
“With full and grateful knowledge 
of, the large and splendid services to 
state and nation of the present sena- 
tors of the United States from Geor- 
gia, and with implicit confidence in 
their patriotism, wisdom and humane 
sentiments, the women of Georgia, as 
represented by the Georgia Federation 
of Woman's Clubs, respectfully anid 
earnestly urge upon the senators from 
this state advocacy of ,the treaties 
and the employment of their great 
influence and active efforts to secure 
oe of the same at an. early 
te.”

Here is his letter to the sporting edi- 
tor regarding same. Read it over, 
Attention you prep warriors; it’s 
worth your while: 

Dick Jemison, Sporting Editor Con- 
stitution: Now that the prep cham- 
pionship has resulted in a dduble 
claim, one by Gordon and the other 
by Riverside, and since these two 
schools refuse to meet, I think that 
the situation deserves a critica] in- 
spection. In Friday’s paper you pub- 
lished letters from the superintendent 
ang faculty manager of one scheol 
which piaces them in the attitude of 
one wishing to play, and at the same 
time gives the reasons'‘of, the other 
school ‘for not wishing to play. 

Is such a situation justifiable and 
what is the remedy for it? The col- 
legwes were long ago troubled with the 
Same situation and they have relieved 
it by forming themseives into a strong 
athletic association which demands of 
all teams’ eligibility requirements 
which forever preclude the possibility 
of- such condition arising as the one 
which now confronts the prep schools. 
The colleges would not tolerate such 


condition as being justifiable, and 
they. have gon@ a long way toward 
purifying all of their athletics. 

On the other hand, the prep schoo's 
have played on through many years, 
complaining of this ang charging that, 
So no school can be said to have won a 
clean-cut championship. Being with- 
out organization, many things have 
happened to put teams out for schools 
which no organization would permit. 
For this reason some of the schools 
who do not do these things have not 
played other teams that they - would 
gladly play under an organization 
where proper eligibility rules could be 
enforced. 

Now, I well Know of the many at- 
tempts to form a good prep league, and 
I might say of as many failures. I be- 
lieve that the most of the schools 
would be interested and anxious to 
form this league, if they believed that 
it woulg be a permanent organization. 

If the schools wish to play teams 
of bona fide _ students, receiving 
neither directly or indirectly any 
financial consideration for, their serv- 
ices, including a reduction of tuition, 
I think I have a plan which will gatis- 
fy all. 

1. Let the teams be composed of 
bona fide students, pursuing. a regular 
course in school and under 19 years 
of age. : 

2. Let the president of the schoo) 
make affidavit that every membér of 
the team is a bona fide student, and 
“sz no financial consideration 
whatever, meget directly or indirectly, 
i ite § OOO1. 

3. Let each player make affidavit 
that he is a bona fide student, and 
receiving no help directly or indi- 
rectly on account of his athletic abili- 
ty from the school and that he is 
paying the tuition prescribed in* the 
cata:og. 

4. Let the parent or guardian make 
affidavit.that his ‘son or ward is pay- 
ing the regular rate of tuition pfe- 
scribed in the catalog. \ 

5. Let every school in the associa- 
Yion enter bong of $1,000, same to be 
forfeited to the league when satisfac- 
tory proof is advanced showing a 
breach of this contract. 

If a league formed with this as a 
playing agreement does not furnish 
clean’ ball by amateurs I at least think 
it will very closely approach it. 

If you are interesteu enough to help 
form such a league I pledge you my 
best efforts and my every aid.

COBB STICKS TO DIAMOND CAREER

“All the world’s a-stage,” and 
of the actors are ball players. 

Calm your fears, baseball bugs and 
bleacherites! There is no truth in the 
rumor. The heart of Ty Cobb is still 
true to you; it has not been stolen 
away by the denizens of the baid-+, 
headed row and the peanut gadilery.

Only 
a few days ago the republicans in the 
provincial assemblies of Shantung and 
Manchuria proclaimed their independ- 
ence and the government ordered Sun 
Tao Chi and Chao Erh Sun to retain

niving for their reconversion, 
Germany Is Feared.

Tiger Hill is the most important fort 
outside Nanking. It is well fortified, 
and contains big guns, which menaced 
the approach of the rebel fleet, and 
commands the lower seciion of the 
city.

FRENCH BOXER 
FIGHTING MARVEL 


European Judges Believe Car- 
pentier Will Be World 
Champion. 


Paris, November 25.—That question 
of who is entitled to the middleweight 
championship of the world, never of 
late an easy puzzle to solve, has been 
further complicated by the entry of 
Georges Carpentier, fommer  welter- 
weight champion of Europe, into the 
ranks of the 158-pound boxers. So 
rapidly is this marvelous fighter 
growing that he refuses any longer 
to make the welterweight limit and is 
now out to sweep all before him in the 
middleweight division as he has done 
in the lighter classes during the past 
four years.

Since 
he began fighting he has never even 
been knocked off his feet, ang as for 
seriously shaking him up no less an 
authority than Young Josephs, the 
holder’ of the Lord Lonsdale welter- 
weight belt, declares that he. believes 


| it impossible. 


Carpentier’s last fight in the welter- 
weight class was his recent battle with 
Young Josephs in London, when the 
latter's seconds threw up the sponge 
at the finish of the tenth round. Be- 
tore that time the Eng:ish. champion 
had taken the most one-sided Deat- 
ing I‘have ever seen. Young Johephs 
s not, perhaps, a world-beater, but 
he is a good, tough, hard-hitting boy

Keeping this in mind, it will give 
you some line on Carpentier to look 
carefully into his battle with Josephs. 
From the first to the last round of the 
fight, with the exception of ja single 
v.ow, the English champion never !aid 
a dangerous glove on his opponent. As 
as the secong round Carpentier, 
with his uppercuts, had Josephs, the 
toughest of the tough, in serious 
trouble. Before the sponge put an 
end to the fight Josephs had been 
down eight or nine times and only 
his remarkable ability to assimilate 
punishment saved him from a knock- 
out.

Mexico City, Mex., November 25,— 
The state of Oaxaca today formally 
declared that it does not recognizé the 
government. The action was 
taken by the legislature and ratified by 
Governor Benito Juarez, Jr., as a’ re- 
sult of the refusal of President Madero 
to permit the federal troops to assist 
the governor in suppressing local in-<- 
surrectionists. ¢ 

Yesterday Governor Juarez appealed 
to the chamber of deputies for assist- 
ance, but late at night that body voted 
to uphold the executive. His appeal 
was made through his legislature, 
When the reply was received in Oax- 
aca the disappointment of both officials 
and public appeared great, and the 
determination of the‘state government 
to turn its back upon the Madero gov- 
ernment is reported to have met with 
popular approval. 

Death to Madero. 


Crowds are said to have marched 
through the streets of the town today 
yelling “Death to Madero and the cen- 
tral government,” and declaring that 
the people of Oaxaca would fight to 
the last to maintain the sovereignty of 
the state, 

To all intents and purposes Oaxaca 
has placed herself in a state of open 
rebellion, but the federal government 
has not yet decided to regard it as 
such.

His name is Nils Blomquist. He 
was serving as a soldier when he 
was struck on the head by a bul- 
let during firtng practise. 

The bullet entered his left tem- 
ple and passed out through the 
right side of the skull. A modern 
military rifle at close range exer- 
cises a great expansive force on the 
body, and .about one-half of the 
brain was forced out of the hole. 

The surgeons dressed the wound 
carefully and were somewhat sur- 
prised to find that the man still 
lived. For two months he was un- 
conscious. His breathing was feeble 
and he had to be artificially fed. 
By degrees consciousness returned. 

Then an extraordinary object les- 
son in the distribution of brain 
centres and mental faculties was 
given to the doctors. The bullet had 
passed through the area of the sen-

sory centres and many of the high- 
er mental centres. Some faculties 
had been destroyed, others clipped 
in half, others turned upside down. 
,His mind was in a state of anarchy. 

He could see letters, but couid 
not connect them into words.

His memory of all events 
before his wound had gone, yet he 
knew many things which he must 
have learned through the power of 
memorizing. He could speak Eng- 
lish, but had lost all knowledge of 
his native Swedish.

Of one case Dr. Thompson says: 

“Immediately after the accident 
he was in a peculiar mental condi- 
tion Physically he could see, but 
what he saw conveyed no impres- 
sion to his mind. Thus an object 
presented itself before him which 
he could not make out, but when 
this object. emitted sounds of the 
human voice he at once recognized 
it to be a man who was one of his 
fellow workers. He was equally un- 
able to recognize his wife and chil- 
dren. By eyesight he could not tell 
how many fingers he held up when 
he placed his own hand before his 
face till he became cognizant of the 
number by the sense of touch.” 

It is proved that there is a condi- 
tion called “mind blindness” in 
which a person sees, but does not 
*know what he sees. The man de- 
scribed by Dr. Thompson is in a 
partial condition of this nature, and 
Blomquist’s condition is also partial 
and even more diversified.

There is a primary e¢eentre of 
sight and many other centres for 
seeing different things.

wah ‘primary centre of sight in the 
occipital lobe is in the neighbor- 
hood of a wedge-shaped convolution 
called the cuneus. This is found in 
both hemispheres of the brain, and 
it is only when it is destroyed in 
both hemispheres that total blind- 
ness is produced. Blomquist has 
evidently suffered exclusive injuries 
of this region in both hemispheres. 

The strange phenomenon that he 
sees the bottom of things and not 
the top is explained by the injury 


‘to the sight area in both hemli- 


spheres. The same condition some- 
times occurs in the form of epi- 
lepsy known as “petit mal.” At 
first Blomquist sees only a person’s 
legs and feet. In order to see the 
face he must be placed high above 
the person, and then he cannot see 
the lower part. 

There are other sight centres 
where the power of appreciating 
different classes of object is situ- 
ated. A centre of this nature must 
be highly developed in a painter. It 
has been destroyed in Blomquist, 


‘and a magnificent painting is now 


no more to him than a wall paper. 

Just as there is an original cen- 
tre of sight, so there is an original 
centre of hearing, with many sub- 
sidiary ones. It is in the temporal 
lobe. A whole group of centres de- 
velops during the formative period 
of life, each one of which has 
learned what different kinds of 
sounds mean. One of the greatest 
of these is music. 

There is a disease affecting this 
centre called “amusia,” in which a 
person of the highest musical train- 
ing becomes unable to distinguish 
one tune from another. Thus it hap- 
pens that Blomquist, who was a 
good musician, is not longer able to 
tell an exquisite musical rendering 
from a mere cacophony. 

Dr. Thompson holds that the 
knowing areas are found in the 
Same brain hemisphere that con- 
tains the speech centres, usually the 


left one. Blomquist has received 
the more severe injuries in this Te- 
gion, and hence the great interfer- 
ence with his power of understand- 
ing what he sees and hears. He has 
a seeing area left intact in his right 
hemisphere, but the knowing areas 
are not developed there, and prob- 
ably never can be. 

The injuries which produce va 
rious forms of ‘‘mind-deafness’ oc- 
cur only in the left hemispheres of 
right-handed persons, or in the 
right hemispheres of left-handed 
persons. These mental functions 
follow the hand most used in child- 
hood, just as the speech centres do. 

We think in words, and for thaf 
purpose we register our word mem- 
ories in their laboriously prepared 
brain places. Thus it is that Blom- 
quist has forgotten to speak his na- 
tive Swedish, because the brain 
centre he developed when learning 
his own language in infancy has 
been destroyed, but the centre 
which he developed later when 
learning English has been left to 
him. 

For similar reasons he is ungble 
to do the multiplication table which 
he learned in childhood, but can 
work problems in algebra which he 
learned a few years ago.

That this marvellous training is 
practically Hmited to only one hemli- 
sphere is shown by positive evi- 
dence in hundreds of cases of indi- 
viduals, many of theth men distin- 
guished for mental gifts, who after 
a stroke causing either sensory or 
motor aphasia, never regained their 
lost powers, however long they lived 
afterward with an uninjured hemi- 
sphere in their heads. 

Dr. Thompson believes that there 
is no evidence that the silent hemi- 
sphere replaces the speaking and 
knowing hemisphere when this is 
injured. New centres may, how- 
ever, be developed in the remaining 
portion of the latter.

Missabe ores, while, when developed, 
they could be cheaply mined, would be 
of small value, and could only be little 
used.”’ 

The stocks’ rise, he says, was due to 
the adaptation of furnaces to the ore 
because of its cheapness, but mainly 
because Mr. Rockefeller gave the who‘e 
enterprise his financial backing, pour- 
ing “million after million” into the 
mines, and railroad and steamships to 
carry the ore until, in 1901, when he 
sold out his stock, his advances 
amounted, “all told, to nearly $19,000,- 
000,” this sum being apart from his 
purchases of stock. 


The Request to Compromise. 


The request to compromise the Mer- 
ritt lawsuit came from Merritt, and 
not from Mr. Rockefeller, Mr. Gates 
declares. “His lawyer, Mr. Washburn,” 
the statement says, “came to our legal

The mayor had erected a larze cage 
in front of the building, in which the 
turkeys and milk-feds were displayed. 
He announced they would remain 
there till sold The mayor appeared at 
8 o'clock to conduct the sale himself, 
but before that hour .ne last bird had 
yeen sold. it seemed everyone wanted 
a chicken or turkey... The mayor had 
about 50 birds ready for the experi- 
ment, and he was doubtful whether 
they would sell in one day. The dis- 
appointing feature to the mayor and 
the public was that the 500 were not 
sufficient to meet one-fourth of the 
demand.

of Labor, came out and said that the 
case was made up by me, and charged 
me with having Known. al] about ine 
explosicns, i felt it was time to speax. 
he cnarged me with placing those 
cnarges of dynamite in the places 
where they were found, and of trump- 
ing up tre story that caused the arrest 
of the men. : Wren this” statement 
was made public I came out and gave 
the particulars of the case. I told 
what my evidence was, and 1 just 
proved that Gompers was a Har and 
knew all of the time that he was a 
liar. He could not take the stand of 
a gentieman, but cam eout and made 
false statements, He is a iiar and he 
knows that be was at the time of 
making the statement.

NEVIN DEFENDS 
IUDGE RUSSELL 


Thinks Judge Russell Has 
Uiterior Motive 


Insists There Is No Dishonesty 
in Judge Russell Remaining 
on Bench if He Discharges 
Duties—Discusses Question. 
of Taste.

Defending Judge Russell's course in 
not resigning from the court of appeals, 
before entering the race for governor, 
James B. Nevin, the judge’s campaign 
manager, has just issued a statement in 
which he sets out that the judge’s ac- 
tion {s not only not without parallel in 
the history of the state, but that the 
question ag to whether or not he should 
have resigned is one of personal taste 
purely. ,He also charges that those 
who are calling the loundest for his 
resignation are- those who are most in- 
terestei in the appointment of a suc- 
cessor to Judge Russell. : 

Following is Mr. Nevin’s card: ' 

“In courteous and categorical reply 
to Judge Hopkins’ statement at the 
Grand a few nights ago to the effect 
that Judge Richard B Russell has been 
drawing his salary as qa judge, although 
neglecting his duties as _ such, I set 
forth a few days ago.the facts with 
reference to that matter. I was able 
to show by the public records that 
almost at the very moment that Judge 
Hopkins was inquiring, ‘Where is your 
third judge?’ that same third judge 
was even then sitting, and had for four 
consecutive days been sitting, with 
his associates on the bench of the court 
of appeals at the capitol, hearing ar. 
guments and consulting in line with 
his duty. ; 

“There still is one lone voice crying 
aloud that Judge Russell will not re- 
sign. Since I stated the facts in the 
case, I have heard no further word 
from Judge Hopkins. The cry that 
Judge Russell resign, comes now from 
a cemp intersely interested jin the ap- 
pointment of his successor. As long as 
the appointment of that successor 
would have fallen to the lot of the 
HorioraLle Hoke Smith, no word came 
from this aforesaid camp, but now that 
the appointment in the event of Judge 
Russell’s resignation, might fall to 
Governor Slaton, the wail from that 
camp is loud and Iong. 

“Sc far as the complaint that Judge 
Russell is neglecting his court work is 
coneerned, the facts themselves ought 
to be sufficient answer. ' 

But the chief complaint of Judge 
Russell's self-appointed critic, as. I un 
derstand it, is that though he is able 
on account of his vitality and unusual 
expacity for over-work, to keep up with 
his court work and his campaign, too, 
he shows bad taste in not resigning 
from the bench. When it is said that 
he neglects his work and draws his 
salary nevertheless, that is to charge 
him with dishonesty. That charge, as 
I have said, is not true, and is answer- 
ed bv the actual facts which are of 
public record. | 


The Question of Taste. j 


The charge that he is running for 
governor without resigning from the 
bench, brings up a matter of taste. It 
ig very easy for men of wealth gnd 
luxury to talk about matters of taste 
If Judsze Russell were a favored heir 
of a rich @ father: if he were not 


| obliged to work for a living: if he had 


the option of retiring at his pleasure 
to his estate in the hills or to his 
ccuntry seat nearby, only deigning to 
work when it pleased him, instead of 
having to scuffle every minute to make 
a living for a large family, he might 
be able to cater to a kid-glove opinion 
in these questions of taste. 

I¢ his personal expenses in this cam- 
paign were being paid by the repre- 
sentatives of private interests, he 


; might afford to indulge himsel in any 


matter of taste that he might desire, 


including resigning from the bench be- 
fors running for governor. 

Doubtless, if Judge Russell had in- 
dicated a willingness to accept, some 
Lrl,uce interest would have been will- 
ing to have put its collar around his 
neck by paying his expenses in this) 
campaign, but Judge Russell has not: 
accepted any such, and will not. But 
the: case. as» it presented itself to 
Judge Russell when he decided to enter 
this repre showed he must do one of 
three things: elther accept money from 
private interests, negiect his family or 
stay on the bench. His honesty would) 
not permit. ‘him to do the first; he cer-| 
tainly. was not vile enough to do the 
second, and there was nothing else lef 


for him to do but the third—and if this 
be treabon, let his enemies make the 
most of it 

“There are some few people in Geor- 
gia who think that if a man is not rich 
enough to play the game according to 
kid-glove rules, he ought not to run for 
office; they are seeking every day to 
make it harder for a poor man, or a 
man of moderate means, to hold office, 
but Judge Russell is not yet so poor 
that he cannot get around to have a 
word with the plain citizens of this 
state. who will sympathize with him in 
his necéssities—and when the votes are 
counted, these plain people will be 
heard from in unmistakable terms.’

30 Amended, Says Perkins 


Pierpont Morgan’s Former 
Partner Says the Law Is De- 
structive as it Stands—Re- 
organizations of Trusts a 
Farce. 


New York, November 25.—In an in- 
terview today Géorge W. Perkins says: 

“There is no denying that corpora- 
tions have made many and very serious 
mistakes. But the corporation is with 
us. It js a condition, not a theory. 
There are only two courses open to the 
people of the United States—to keep 
the corporation or to kill it. If they 
would kill it they must kill the cause, 
or the thine will come back to plague 
them. Now face the real issue and be 
about it. What are the causes 
of and who 1s responsible for the giant 
corporations of today? 

inventive Genius Responsible. 

“Man's inventive génius is responsi- 
ble, not man’s greed. The culprits—if 
culprits they be—are not Mr. Morgan,

minds of invention. 

“Man’s inventive genius has so 
changed conditions of business that we 
cannot go back to the old time meth- 
eds until we abandon the new inven- 
tions. The long distance telephone, 
wireless teleghaph and electricity have 
given us such rapid inter-communica- 
tion and such potentiality for contin- 
uous efort in industry that we can no 
longer do business in the old way. 

“The people of the United States are 
intelligent enough to know they can- 
not go back to old time business condi- 
tions until they are willing to sacri- 
fice the inventiveness which hag made 
that progress possible. They must eith- 
er pass laws to prevent the use of 
the latest inventions or change the laws 
which were passed to regulate business 
at a time when thoe inventions could 
net be foreseen. 

“The inventor has been moving for- 
ward; the lawyer has remained station- 
ary. The rea! cause of the giant corpo- 
ration of today is not the selfish aims 
of a few men: it is the imperative 
need of all men. 

“Insofar as the Sherman law prohib- 
its monopoly and restraint of trade, I 
am for it. But as it stands on the 
statute books today the Sherman law 
is a destructive law; there is nothing 
constructive about it. It tears down 
and does not build up. 


Favors Federal License. 


“Tl am in favor of leaving the Sher- 
man law as it is in so far’‘as it deals 
with monopoly and restraint of trade. 
But there must be some federal license 
for corporations doing an interstaté 
business. We ought to take the bu- 
reau of corporations and have a com- 
mission to which concerns wishing to 
do an interstate business could apply 
for a federal license and get it by 
showing in the most complete detail 
how they are capitalized, what their 
profits are, what compensation they 
pay to labor and at what prices they 
sell to the public. These are the things 
every corporation should be made to 
disclose. The men on that commission 
should be business men, not lawyers 
or politicians, 

“Guilt ‘should be personal and not 
corporate. I never yet could see how 
a corporation could commit a crime, 
I am in favor of making guilt personal. 
The Sherman law should be amended 
and supplemented in such a way as'‘to 
make it possible to punish people who 
violate its provisions. 

“The world is always yelping to put 
some rich man in jail’ Why not stop 
your yelping and begin all over again 
with a new law, suited to present- 
day conditions, not to conditions of 
twenty-five years ago and then punish 
people who violate its: conditions.

Everyone knows that the re- 
constructions are a farce and that the 
same insiders who control the new 
companies that have been formed con- 
trolled the old companies, Indeed, 
tnere will now be infinitely more op- 


portunities for wrongdoing than there |

SUPPLY OF RAW COTTON 
AND ITS DISTRIBUTION 


Census Bureau Report for the 
Two Months Ending 
October 30. 


Washington, November 95.—During the first 
two months of the present cotton year the aup- 
ply of raw cotton in the United States was 10,- 
585,259 bales, or more than 2,500,000 bales 
greater than it was during the same period last 
year, according to the census bureau’e first re- 
port of the supply and distribution for the perlod 
ending October 31, Issued today. 

Exports showed an increase of 430,000 bales 
over bast year. In consumption there was an 
increase of 26,000 bales, cotton states showing 
an increase of 35,000 bales, and other states 
a loss of about 10,C00 baies. 

There were more than 2,000,000 bales held in 
stock at the end of the period, 1,678,000 of 
which were held by others than manufacturers 
and independent warehouses. Manufacturers held 
87.000 bales more than last year, and indepen- 
dent warehouses 316,000 bales more.
